P A T E N T E D A R A IL R O A D T IE 
Sterling -Standard—--Three 
simple 
cross ties, manufactured under letters 
patent issued to Thomas A. Galt of 
this city last spring have been placed 
under the rails of the main 
west 
bound C. & N. W . track near the pas­ 
senger depot in this city. The ties are 
being used as an experiment and al­ 
ready are attracting the attention of 
railroad officials. They are placed at 
a rail joint so that they may be sub­ 
ject to the hardest usage. The new tie 
is eight feet in length, six inches in 
depth, with a face eight inches in 
width. They are constructed of two 
pieces of channel steel bolted togeth­ 
er. Under the rails art* bloc ks of wood 
to which the rail is spiked and which 
also acts as a cushion. The bottom 
of the block rests on the lower flange 
of the channel. 
The tie is nearly 
indestructible and is calculated 
to 
last a life time, while the life of the 
wooden tie is from s**ven to 
eight 
years. 
The probable cost of the new 
tie is $2.50. it is so constructed that 
the wooden block can be replaced 
without interfering with the bedding 
of the tie.
